Commissioner royal/, Disagrees 
Pryor anil Ellis and Files a 
Minority Decision—There Is

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 9 .—Tho elec-1 
lion certificate to William S. Taylor J 
was signed by the election commission 
this morning and he wa** declared to 1*« | 
the governor elect of Kentuoky. 
The 
official figures of the vote filed with Hee- 
rotary of State Finley are: Taylor, 193, - 
714; Goebel 191.USI. 
Taylor s plurality 
2383. 
The operation which ended, for 
tho time being at least, the bitterly 
fought gubernatorial contest, was con­ 
ducted in the simplest manner. 
The 
opinion of Commissioner 
Pryor and 
Ellis and the opinion of Commissioner 
Poyntz, were not read as was the first 
intention. 
The three commissioners 
walked first to the offioe of the clerk of 
the supreme court, where they filed two 
opinions. 
They than passe*! into the 
office of the secretary of state. 
Clerk 
Cbt*riauIt of the board of commission­ 
ers showing that the Republican candi­ 
date* for offices on the state ticket re­ 
ceived the largest number of votes and 
then certificates of election were signed 
at once and that of Taylor being first on 
the list 
There was only 14 people in the room 
at the time and of this number only two 
were there as idle spectator*. 
There 
was no crowd around the building and 
no interest was manifested in the work, 
save by those engaged in it and those 
who etood looking on. 
The three com­ 
missioner-* were apparently in a good 
humor, although Commissioners Ellis 
and Pryor, who did most of the work in 
preparing the long and elaborate opin­ 
ion, looked worn and tired. 
The certifi­ 
cates, as soon as signed, were filed with 
the secretary of state and commission* 
were issued to the elected men at once 
by Governor Bradley. 
Late Friday night when the decision 
had gone forth to the public, Commis­ 
sioner Ellis, upon whose shoulders the 
greatest part of the work of preparing 
the opinion had fallen, discussed the 
m atter freely. 
"This has been a hard 
thing for me,” he said, his eyes were in­ 
flamed by loss of sleep and heavy lines 
in his face bearing eloquent witness to 
the truth of tho statement. "It has been 
a hard thing for all of us. 
I wish, how­ 
ever, all the people of the country should 
know how nobly Judge Pryor acted in 
the matter and how conscientiously he 
bas done what he considered his duty. 
lie is a great man, one of the greatest, in 
my opinion. Kentucky ever produced, 
and I am sure his conduct in this case 
hrs been another piece of his long aud 
honorable career as a public officer. 
Speaking for myself, I say frankly, I 
did not like to do this thing, but undet 
the law and evidence there was nothing 
else I can do aud be an honest man." 
Mr. Goebel was apparently in the best 
of humor after being told that Taylor’s 
certificate had bee n signed. He laughed 
and shook his head when asked if he ha ! 
I to say. 
"Not a thing; I am not talking.” 
"W hen will you make contest?” 
"I have not decided yet, and I of 
course, cannot discuss it when I do not 
know it myself.” 
The defeated candidate was game to 
the last aud if there was any ill-humoi 
j in him nobody knew it but himself. 
Taylor is reticent.
